Repeated Arrests for Adultery.

ment from the witness that she was 


first arrested for adultery in 1902.

Bradley said Mrs. Brown had instigat- 
ed the arrests. 


She said that notwithstanding these 


arrests she continued these relations 
with Brown, both at Salt Lake and 
at the farm.

COMPTROLLER MUST 
BOND ASSESSMENTS 


Judge Heaton in Superior Court Holds 


Official Has No Power to Fix 
Lowest Assessment to Bond. 


LI CASE 


Judge Heaton held in the mandamus 


suit instituted by Ada M. McCormick 
against August M. Schmidt, city con- 
troller, that the municipal government 
is compelled to bond for ten years any 
assessment made against real estate 
and that it is not within the province 
of the controller to fix any limit be- 
low which he will not go. 


Mrs. 
McCorruick owns a lot in the 


Electric Light addition to the city anil 
her assessment on a sewer that was 
built through it amounted to $4.39. 
She stated In her complaint in the ap- 
plication for a writ of mandamus to 
compel the city controller to bond this 
payment in ten equal installments 
that he had refused to do so because 
the amount involved is too small. 


The city stood on the gound that 


any court has a right to construe a 
statute reasonably and Judge Heaton 
in passing on the question said that 
he 
could readily understand how 


an assessment could be so ridiculously 
low that it would be folly to ask that 
it be bonded but he also sail) that ho 
was being asked to do something the 
legislature had not done. 


He said the language of the law 


was very plain and that he could in- 
flict no wrong in his ruling and that 
there is a recourse, but there was no 
question in his mind that tho statute 
embraced all payments, whether large 
or small, and thut he would be com- 
pelled to allow the the writ to Issue. 
He took occasion to say that he did 
not belevc Mr. Schmidt had done any 
wrong, but tlmt he was governed in 


the matter by what he thought a 
reasonable position and that he had 
acted with a view of saving expense 
to the city. 


What the Comptroller Must Do. . 
There will probably be no appeal 


from the decision of the court and 
any remedy to be sought 
will 
be 


through the next legislature, but the 
danger arises from making any ex- 
ception that the constitutionality of 
the law would be affected because it 
will not apply to all. In bonding the 
McCormick payment the clerical work 
will be worth as much as the entire 
assessment. 


In the first place the comptroller 


must make out ten bonds, nine of, 
which will be for 44 cents and the 
tenth for 43. Then he must calculate 
the interest, which at 5 per cent on 
44 cents equals 2 2-10 cents a year, 
which must be divided into two semi- 
annual payments of 1-10 each. 


Each of the bonds must bear ten 


Interest coupons and each must be 
made out and signed by the comp- 
troller and the mayor. Then 
they 


must be carefully registered as the 
coupons are negotiable and a dupli- 
cate made out for the city ofllce and 
one for the county treasurer so that 
his collections can be made. There 
are a number of other smaller details 
to be complied with and in his de- 
fense City Attorney Guy Colcrlck of- 
fered these as an argument against 
permitting such small payments to bo 
bonded.

brought out that many of the memo- 
randum notes which the defense claim- 
ed Mr. Walsh bad paid had been sim- 
ply renewed. It was shown that many 
of these renewed notes were in tho 
bank when it as closed in December, 
1905. 
The bank examiner claimed 


during his redirect examination that 
when the Chicago National bank was 
closed there were thirteen notes each 
of the face value of $92,000 still un- 
paid, although the book of discounts 
purported to show them as paid.

On May 12 he complains of receiv-

Further on In this 
same letter < he speaks again of his 
will and says: 


"It gives you more than any child. 


It is pxactly as you and I planned. If 
you have not destroyed it, do not.

It was not against my 
judgment; it was my better judg- 
ment."

In another letter of the same date 


he again refers to the will and makes 
remonstrance, as he did in other let- 
ters against Mrs. Bradleys communi- 
cation with a relative named Clarence.

In this letter he promised to go to

On May 23rd, he takes up the ques- 


tion of his divorce from his wife, say- 
ing: 
"Have been in hopes that I 


would get some one to help me and 
see Madam and induce her to consent. 
I think she will if rightly approached' 
but I cannot. But will see that some 
step is taken towards the final con- 
summation and will never cease until 
you are my recognized wife." 


On the same date he wrote a letter 


warning her against associating with 
a man whose name he mentioned and 
whom he called a "traveling man." 
This letter says: "Do not think be- 
cause I scold about the men I am not 
loving you." 


On July 25 he remonstrated with 


Mrs. 
Bradley for not writing but 


closed by saying: "The angry moment 
has passed away and I only see Dolly, 
my Dolly, my own dear Dollle M.

Man Found Dead on Track 


in Lake County Prob- 


ably Murdered. 


Laporte, Ind., Nov. 21.—Another vic- 


tim of the gang of murderers that in 
the last few weeks has killed three 
men on the Lake Shore railroad met 
death Tuesday night. The body of an 
unknown man, well dressed, but with 
pockets rifled of any papers or articles 
which might establish ^identification, 
was found yesterday beside the track 
between Chesterton and Millers' Sta- 
tion. Evidence points to murder and 
robbery and it is believed that the 
man. was assaulted and rendered un- 
conscious, robbed and placed on the 
railroad tracks. 


Detectives from Cleveland and Chi- 


cago have been working on the recent 
murder mysteries, and following the 
discovery of Tuesday night's murder 
it is announced from railroad head- 
quarters that no effort will be spared 
to run down the murderers. 


Body Found In Car. 


It was less than two weeks ago that 


A. W. Murphy, of Colorado Springs, 
was killed in a freight car at South 
Bend. He was taking a car load of 
horses to Buffalo and at Buffalo his 
body wai found' in the car. 


A bloody hatchet that lay beside 


the mutilated body told the story of 
his death. Ralph Kyle, 20, of Edger- 
ton, Ohio, was killed near Goshen on 
Nov. 
2, a few days before the Murphy 


murder, and Henry Rank, 60, of Ber- 
rien county, Michigan, met death a 
day or two'later at Laporte. 


In all the murders it appears that 


the men had been assaulted and rob- 
bed aboard trains and their bodies 
plkced on the railroad 
tracks or 


thrown under the wheels. It is be- 
lieved that some of the members of 
the old Allison-Slater gang of outlaws 
that at different 'times for the last Bf- 
teen years have murdered and robbed 
along the right of way of the Lake 
Shore railroad between Toledo and 
Chicago, are guilty of the recent inur- 
ders. Allison and another member of 
the gang are now serving time in 
Michigan and Indiana prisons. Frank 
Webb, vjio is being held for the mur- 
der of

Oglesby, of Pulaskl 


county, is one of Allison's pals.

OUTLOOK FOR FRUIT GOOD. 


Indianapolis, Ind.. Nov. 21.—B. W. 


Douglass, state entomologist, says the 
indications are for an unusually good 
yield ot fruit of all kinds in Indiana 
next year. Only weather conditions, 
he says, will prevent a 
good fruit 


yield. An early freeze or warm weath- 
er next spring followed by a freeze 
might play havoc with the fruit, but 
unless there are some such weathe'' 
conditions the yield will likely 
be 


above the average. 
This year the 


fruit yield was a failure. The failure 
was due to different conditions in dif- 
ferent parts of the state. In the 
northern part of the state an early 
freeze last fall caused the failure. In 
the southern part ot the state warm 
weather in the spring, followed by a 
freeze, caused the failure.

OFFICEHOLDERS ARE BARRED. 


Instructions have been Issued to 


Frank H. Hitchcock. first assistant 
postmaster general, to see to It that 
BO federal office holders are elected as 
delegates to the republican national 
convention to vote for the renomlna- 
tlon of President Roosevelt. 


The Instructions were Issued by 


President Roosevelt himself, who has 
had his attention attracted by news- 
paper reports from the south that Mr. 


Hitchcock held a recent conference at 
Chattanooga with H. Clay Evans, re- 
publican leader of Tennessee: Newell 
Sanders, chairman of the republican 
state committee: 3. 0. Thompson, col- 
lector of Internal revenue for Alaba- 
ma, and R. Sharp, collector of Internal 
revenues for Tennessee, at which it 
was decided that Roosevelt delegations 
should be sent from all the southern 
states and that If the president were 
renomlnated he would not say no. 


Mr. Roosevelt had nothing to say 


about this report for publication, but 
his friends have not said that what 
was reported was distasteful to him. 
Assistant Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock Issued a statement which denied 
nothing, except to say that the meet- 
Ing was accidental. 


The Instructions from the president 


to Mr. Hitchcock Indicate that If the 
president Is renomlnated he is not go- 
Ing to have It said that the job was 
done by persons he had appointed to 
office. That he Is still being urged to 
run Is admitted even by the Taft sup- 
porters, and his silence on the subject 
Is giving great pain to those who still 
believe that Secretary Taft has a good 
chance for the nomination. There are 
some friends of the president who In- 
sist that the third term talk Is being 
kept alive to make trouble for him, 
and that It Is being fostered by re- 
actionaries. 
They say there Is a 


Roosevelt propaganda 
In 
various 


state* designed to get Roosevelt dele- 
gates who will really be delivered at 
the proper time In the convention to 
some reactionary 
candidate. 
How 


this can be done Is not explained. But 
It IB also true that some of tho closest 
friends ot the president refuse to take 
him at his word, and Insist that he 
will have to run or Governor Hughes, 
of New York, will be tho nominee. 


l£ has not passed without comment 


that tho 
convention of 
governors 


which the president was to have called 
In Washington for January next has 
been postponed until next Mny, when 
the president will havo them thcro on 


the eve of the republican national con- 
vention. Speaking of this, one of Tae 
oldest and most conservative of repub- 
lican senators has said: "The man in 
the white house is one of the best 
politicians that ever lived."

The congress stands for 
adequate appropriations for river and 
harbor Imporvemcnt. suggesting that 
not less than $50,000,000 be sol apart 
each year for tho work and that it be 
prosecuted 
systematically and per- 


sistently until completed, with each 
yearly step relieving freight conges- 
tions, making rightful development: as- 
sured and giving to tho producer .1 
certainty of means of cheap anil con- 
tinuous transportation to a market.

things that are God's." 
The dis- 


tinction does not consist in this 
that only the church, and not the 
state, is an ordinance of God. The 
state, 
or 
secular 
government, 


whether its form be that ot a free 
republic or of a monarchy, is just 
as truly ordained of God as is the 
church. "For there Is no power but 
of God; the powers that be are or- 
dained of God." But though both 
powers, church and state, are ordi- 
nances of God, still a great differ- 
ence exists between the two. 


This difference shows itself in 


the first place in regard to the per- 
sons belonging to them. The church 
recognizes as members only those 
that hear Christ's voice and that 
subject themselves to his word and 
govern themselves accordingly. The 
state, however, regards as members 
all that accept its jurisdiction and 
bprnmo oiti/ens and subjects, wheth- 
er they profess Christianity -or not, 
whether they be believers or unbe- 
lievers, good or bad. 
While the 


church must demand that its mem- 
bers be Christians 
and 
comport 


themselves as Christians, it is no 
concern of the state whether its 
citizens are Christians or not 


This results from the fact that 


these 
two 
powers 
differ 
funda- 


mentally as to the purpose they are 
Intended 
to serve 
according to 


God's will. Through the divine in- 
stitution of the church God desires 
to save men. God has commanded 
to the church: "Preach the gospel 
to every creature. 
He 
that be- 


lieveth and 
is'baptized shall 
be 


saved." 
Through the church God 


purposes to bring lost and sinful 
man by means of the gospel to faith 
in Christ, his only Savior, in order 
to save him. God has a totally dif- 
ferent object in ordaining secular 
government. By means of this or- 
dinance he purposes to curb men. 
outwardly so that they may live to- 
gether peacefully here 
on earth. 


Since men have become sinners and 
rebel against God. there Is a con- 
stant war of all against all. 
They 


threaten each other's life, property, 
and honor. In order that outwardly 
peace may be kept among men. God 
has ordained secular government. 
For this reason St. Paul exhorting 
the Christians to pray for kings and 
all that are In 
authority, adds: 


"That we may lead a quiet and 
peaceable life in all godliness and 
honesty." 


Now since church and state ac- 


cording to divine purposes differ as 
radically .n their objects, they have 
been provided with entirely differ- 
ent means for the 
realization ot 


their objects. What Is the divine 
equipment of the church? How is 
the church to save men? By preach- 
ing the free forgiveness of sins, 
which Christ the Savior, has pro- 
curod for all men. 
There Is no 


othor moans to achieve this object 
for which God has Instituted the 
church on earth. And how, accord- 
Ing to divine purpose, is the state to 
realize 
Its object 
of 
preserving; 


pi'aro and quiet among Its subjects? 
Srrlpturo says that God has given 
the swnrd to the secular powers. 
Tho sword is horo iiBCd as the sym- 
bol of the right to inflict punish- 
ni'>nt. 
By nu'aus of this our gov- 


ernment is 
to 
maintain external 


peace among men. Therefore gov- 
ernment, has the right and the duty 
to make laws, to guard life and 
health, property and honor, peace 
and qulot life of Its subjects, and 
to punish 
those that transgress 


those laws. Thus God has given to 
thn government, legislative powers 
and wo Christians are bound to ob- 
serve these laws 
for 
conscience 


sake. For St. Peter says: "Submit 
yourselves to every 
ordinance of 


man for the Lord's sake." This is 
the difference In the means which 
God has given to church and state 
In order that they may severally 
realize those objects for which God 
has ordained them. The gospel, not 
the sword, has been given to the 
church. The latter must never take 
the sword to reach Its object, it 
must never concern itself with ex- 
ternal ordinances that, apply merely 
to civil life. 
The ministers of the 


church ought not to enter, politics, 
it is not the business ot the church 
and Its ministers, as such, to call 
the transgressors of secular 
and 


civil laws to account or to bring 
them into court and thus to cause 
the sword to exercise its function. 
On the other hand, the state must 
not concern itself with the preach- 
ing of the gospel. It is not the busi- 
ness of the state to save men spirit- 
ually. Therefore it has no right to 
institute and command divine serv- 
ice, to give religious instruction In 
its schools and colleges, or to in- 
troduce the reading of the bible and 
the reciting of the Lord's prayer, 
etc. Unless in these matters both 
church and state 
remain strictly 


within their bounds, both church 
and state are violently disturbed, as 
history abundantly proves. 


Finally there is a great difference 


between the two realms, church and 
state, in regard to the guiding prin- 
ciple according to which the life ot 
its subjects is to be ordered. The 
guide of the church is the will of 
God as laid down and revealed in 
the Scriptures, and not the light of 
nature or mere human reason. The 
guide of the state, whose object is 
not to make men holy and accepta- 
ble before God, but to maintain out- 
ward peace and quiet among them, 
is tho light of nature or human rea- 
son. 
H is true that secular govern- 


ment may learn from God's written 
law much that is of benefit to their 
subjects, but. it is not required of 
them to do so. Even heathen na- 
tions, unacquainted with the written 
law of God, have by their force of 
reason found effective ways to gov- 
ern a state peacefully and quietly. 
And just because tho state has the 
light of reason as Its guide, while 
tho church has the Word of God, 
the state may often allow things, 
which God In his Word has forbid- 
den. The state has within its juris- 
diction not only Christians, wh'o or- 
der their lives according to God's 
word, and, consequently, the state 
must 
frequently 
permit 
things 


which according to Scriptures are 
wrong., The state must do this be- 
cause of tho "hardness of heart" of 
Its subjects In order to maintain 


peace and quiet and to avoid greater 
evils, as e. g., rebellion and murder. 
But let us not forget: No such per- 
mission ot the government can In- 
validate a prohibition of God. If 
the legislature, for 
instance, per- 


mits divorce for reasons, which ar- 
cording to 
Scriptures are 
Insuffi- 


cient, a Christian jcannot make use 
of this permission without offending 
God. 
• 


This is in its essentials what we 


teach concerning the difference be- 
tween 
secular 
and 
ecclesiastical 


powers, between state and church. 
This difference '.B .recognized by the 
constitution ot our beloved country 
and this recognlaHon is its most 
precious pearl. 


From this every one will at once 


infer what position we, as Lutheran 
ministers, take in the present con- 
troversy. 


1. We do not regard it as the busi- 


ness of ministers and congregations. 
as such, to ferret out transgressors 
of secular or state laws, to bring 
them into court, and to cause them 
to be punished. For the sword has 
been given not to the church, but 
to the stnte. 


2. We believe that every Chris- 


tian is bound to obey every law 
given by the secular power—in our 
country through the majority ot the 
representatives elected by the peo- 
ple—unless it conflicts with a clear 
command or prohibition 
ot God. 


"Submit yourselves to every ordi- 
nance of man for the Lord's sake." 
says St. Peter. 
Rom. 13 T. 1 we 


read: 
"Let every soul be subject 


to the higher powers." 


It is no affair of the church, as 


church, or ot its ministers, as minis- 
ters, if the state e. g. passes a Sun- 
day law tor social and civil reasons, 
in order that man and beast may 
have a day of rest, as our confes- 
sions say. We would raise an ob- 
jection against Sunday legislation 
only in case the state should at- 
tempt to impose upon us these laws 
as being divine laws. This would 
conflict with Col. 2, 16. It Is no 
affair of the church, as church, if 
the state undertakes to introduce 
prohibition or has Introduced it as 
long as prohibition Is treate.l as a 
secular measure and 
unless 
the 


state should prohibit the use of 
wine in the Lord's Supper. Men 
may differ on the question, whether 
prohibition Jawg really serve 
to 


maintain outward peace and order. 
Opinions vary on this matter, but 
as tar as prohibition Is merely a 
measure ot the state, it would be 
very foolish if we as a church were 
to urge the Introduction or abroga- 
tion of prohibition. As citizens we 
may decide one way or the other, 
but as a church we have nothing" to 
do with prohibition. But we willing- 
ly obey Sunday and prohibition laws 
as long as they remain In their 
purely civil bounds as external ordi- 
nances. 
If in any ttate such laws 


are In force, we regard It as wrong 
simply to Ignore them, to put them 
aside, to transgress them. 
It we 


are of the opinion that such laws 
are not salutary and not conducive 
to the welfare of the state, we as 
citizens must exert our Influence 
upon the representatives elected by 
the people to hnve such laws re- 
pealed, and thug according to our 
best Judgment "seek the peace of 
the city." 
We must neither defy 


the law ourselves, nor must wo try 
to Induce others that have bound 
themselves by an oath' to execute 
all the existing laws of the land or 
state, to ignore them and to connive 
nt law-breaking, and thus violate 
their oath of office.

Ohio Republicans Formally 


Launch His -Boom for 


Presidency. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 21.—Senator 


Joseph Benson Foraker was "vindi- 
cated" yesterday by 
the 
executive 


and advisory committees of the Ohio 
League of Republican -clubs, in Joint 
session. 


The senator was indorsed for re- 


election to his Washington seat and 
declared to be the league's choice for 
the republican 
presidential nomina- 


tion. 


The nomination of the senator, the 


resolution of Indorsement said, would 
"at this time ot business depression 
and financial uncertainty arouse the 
old time spirit of republicanism, re- 
store confidence, and insure victory." 


Friends of Secretary Taft evinced 


no alarm at the Foraker 
meeting. 


They said that now perhaps the ques- 
tion of "Taft or Foraker" might be 
put before the 
people. They 
also 


pointed out a clause In the constitu- 
tion of the league which 
prohibits 


any pre-conventlon expression of senti- 
ment, as a league. 


Resolution Pralces Record. 


The joint meeting of the commit- 


tees was held in tho Nell house. About 
100 "Foraker men" were present. Con- 
rad J. Mattern, of Dayton, presided. 


The resolution laudatory of the sen- 


ator was presented 
by Warren G. 


Harding, former lieutenant governor. 
It said _that the general officers of the 
league believed it opportune to de- 
clare: 


"That, in our opinion, the good of 


the republican party requires that we 
should positively announce that we 
have no sympathy whatever with the 
proposition that has been recently ad- 
vanced that Senator Joseph Benson 
Foralcer be 'eliminated' and be retired 
from public life, because he was not 
able to agree with President Roose- 
velt as to the rate bill or Joint state- 
hood for New Mexico and Arizona, or 
about the Brownsville matter. 


"On the contrary, we believe he was 


right In opposing Joint statehood, and 
we thoroughly approve his action in 
demanding that the negro soldiers of 
the Tw«nty--flftn United States infan- 
try should be glve'n an opportunity to 
testify In their own defense." 
( 
Want Him In White- House. 


Continuing, the resolution said In 


part: 


"Entertaining these views, we as- 


sure him that he has our unqualified 
confidence and esteem, and we not 
only pledge/him our loyal support for 
his re-election to the senate, but we 
further declare that he is our choice 
as the.republican candidate for presi- 
dent of the United States in 1908." 


When asked for an expression rela- 


tive to the action taken at the meet- 
Ing, I. A. Vorys, manager of the Taft 
campaign, said: 


"The resolution professes that the 


committee is 'representing the eighty- 
eight counties of Ohio.' At the time 
this committee was announced, it was 
generally understood that it was ap- 
pointed, and its members were named, 
by a friend and representative of Sen- 
ator Forakor."

ROAST HARE. 


This may bo done in either of two ways. Gash the thick 


part of the flesh on the back, and if the hare is an old one lard 
with fine strips of bacon or fat salt pork. Boll the liver, chop 
and mix with bread crumbs, a slice of fat salt pork and a good 
force meat, seasoning well with salt, pepper, nutmeg and any 
preferred herbs. Use the water In which the liver was cooked 
to moisten, and a beaten egg to bind together. Stuff the body 
and sew or skewer. 
Rub with olive oil or butter and roast, 


basting often until done. Milk is often used in the basting, 
epicures thinking it to be a great improvement in keeping the 
flesh juicy. 
, 


An hour usually suffices for the roasting. A few moments 


before taking up dredge with flour, then froth with butter. 
Take up In a hot dish, add to the gravy a tablespoonful each 
of butter and flour rubbed together, a tablespoonful culinary 
bouquet, the juice of an onion and a tablespoonful of lemon 
juice. 
Bring to a boll, strain and serve In a boat. 
Garnish 


the hare with slices of lemon, dotted with .currant jelly and 
parsley. 


Another way is to cut in halves, separating the forequar- 


ters from the hind. Bone the saddles, but not the legs. Pre- 
pare a marinade of white wine vinegar seasoned with a little 
onion Juice, lemon, celery, salt and pepper, and lay the saddles 
In this bath for twenty-four hours. Take out the pieces, stulf 
the'boned saddles with a good force meat, give them a nlco 
rounded shape and tie with tapes to hold firmly. Place In the 
roasting pan with a pint of broth, having a piece of fat salt 
pork placed over each saddle, and bake In a i^ot oven forty-five 
r.iinuteN, basting frequently.

A Student of Law. 


Miss Gould took a course at tho New 


York Law university In order to be 
able to get a better grasp ot the de- 
tails of business connected with her 
property. Later she gave $250,000 to 
this university. Her gifts to colleges 
have been numerous. She gave $20,- 
000 to 'Rutgers college. Tho Hall of 
the Christ at Chautauqua Is a monu- 
ment to her benevolence, she having 
given the large sum necessary to fin- 
ish It. 


She founded a scholarship at Welles- 


ley and another at Mount Holyoke col- 
lege. Not long ago she gave $10,000 
to the University of New York, for the 
school of engineering. She was among 
the earliest and most generous con- 
tributors to the fund for the victims 
of the St. Louis tornado and the San 
Francisco earthquake.

also built a memorial church on the 
site of her father's boyhood home at 
Roxbury, N. Y. At Woody Crest, near 
Lyndhurst, her home at Irvlngton-on- 
the-Hudson, she built a home for des- 
titute crippled children.

this before he is openly criticised by 
congress. 
It is now clearly under- 


stood that it is the purpose of the 
democrats to challenge the right of, 
the president to issue certificates ot 
indebtedness at this particular time. 


John Sharp Williams, the demo- 


cratic leader, -who arrived here today, 
expressed the opinion of his party 
when he declared that the section au- 
thorizing the issue of such certificates 
was only intended to provide for cer- 
tain contigencies during the Spanish 
war, and In no event was intended to 
give authority to issue certificates of 
indebtedness except at such times as 
it became necessary to provide for cur- 
rent expenditures. 
The president is to be pounded all 


along the line on this issue, and his 
message will be an admirable anticcte 
to this criticism. 


Bankers' Howls Grow Wearisome. 
On the subject of actual reform in 


the currency Itself the message will 
suggest a form of asset bank notes 
which will be truly elastic. That Is to 
say, the president will commit himself 
to no plan which seems likely to re- 
sult in downright inflations of the cur- 
rency. 
The experience of the government 


has been too bitter in that connection. 
It has supplied Wall street banks with 
millions upon millions of government 
deposits. Those enormous sums. In- 
stead of. being used to sugjnlY, the legi- 


timate demands of agriculture and in- 
dustry in tho interior of the country, 
have lieen poured into rat holes in 
the vicinity of Wall street. 


Kvory time there was a monetary 


stringency in New York the banks 
howled for more money, and the treas- 
ury supplied It. When any secretary 
of the treasury proposed to retire some 
of these deposits a delegation prompt- 
ly came on to Washington, and the 
long distance wires were kept busy 
with protests that if a dollar was dis- 
turbed the financial fabric of the en- 
tire country would be destroyed. 


Will Urge Heavy Tax on Notes. 
What the president Is aiming at, 


and what he will urge in his message, 
will be a system by which, nmler cer- 
tain regulations, banks may be permit- 
ted to Issue their own notes. 


He would, however, tax this emer- 


gency issue so heavily that it could 
not possibly remain out one minute 
longer than was absolutely necessary. 


Tho message, therefore, will treat 


the whole existing financial situation 
as a broad argument for the passage 
by congress of some measure of re- 
form in the curcncy system which will 
produce the desired elasticity. 


It does not necessarily follow that 


congress will have to act at once, be- 
cause the president already has taken 
a step, through the Issuance of the 
Panama bonds and certificates of in- 
debtedness, which amounts to an elas- 
tic addition to the currency of such 
large proportions as surely will pre- 
vent a panic, if such a thing can be 
done by any governmental means. 


Wage Earner's Rights Conserved. 
In arguing for the necessity of cur- 


rency reform under the creation of an 
elastic circulation. President Roose- 
velt's message will contain an admir- 
able argument going to show that, this 
legislation is by no means intended for 
the sole relief of Wall street, or even 
of the bankers, but primarily is de- 
signed to benefit the poorer man, who 
always Is the greatest sufferer in every 
panic. 


It will be shown that the man of 


moderate fortune and the wage earner 
are just as much Interested in reliev- 
ing the financial stringency and In pre- 
venting panic as the rich man, or even 
tho Wall street speculators. 


Tho president already has pointed 


out. 
in previous messages and speech- 


es, that It IB impossible Jo come to the 
relief of the poorer classes In the com- 
munity without doing something at the 
same time for those who are more for- 
tunate. 


The Importance of this, in the eyes 


of the chief executive, lies in the fact 
that If the people who have money In 
savings banks and those who have 
made small Investments Insist upon 
getting their actual cash nnd tie it. up 
in safety deposits or in hiding places, 
they will do a great deal more harm 
to the Innocent than to the guilty, ami 
will, in the long run. contribute more 
to the creation of a panic than all tint 
speculators of all the Wall streets that 
ever existed. 


1905 
Declaration Recalled. 


In the president's message 
there 


will almost certainly be found an 
elaboration of certain portions of his 
message to congress in 1905, and more 
particularly one special 
paragraph 


which is worth quoting for the benefit 
of those who like to forecast presiden- 
tial communications to congress. 


In his declaration of 1005, the pres- 


ident said: 


"Any 
benefit which comes to the 


less able and less fortunate must, of 
necessity, come even more to the more 
able and more fortunate. If, therefore, 
the less fortunate man is moved by 
envy of his more fortunate brother to 
strike at conditions under which they 
have both, though unequally, pros- 
pered, the result will assuredly be that 
while damage may come to the ona 
struck at it will visit, with *n even 
heavier load, the one who strikes the 
blow. Taken as a whole, we must all 
go up or go down together."
